What if we did make a staggering number of telephone calls or talk 
freely to London and Paris? That is of small moment compared 
whether or not we used the telephone as an instrument of fellowship, 
we call and offer to help a friend smitten by ill luck? Were we less rude 
and intolerant? There was no progress if we growled into the mouthpiece 
and failed to employ thfe^phone for more intelligent, gracious conversation. 

Tne fact that some of our tall buildings are gloomy and half occupied 
becomes really tragic only as the minds of those who use them become 
gloomy and half occupied, too. Not the number of new buildings that go up 
but what goes on in them is the vital standard. Do new buildings connote 
better working conditions and larger opportunity? 

Let us not be deceived by the production of our farms and factories. 
The supreme question is, did we grow in mental, moral and physical stature ? 
Not how fast the wheels turned in 1934, but “how slow and firm were the 
feet of thoughtful men upon the earth.” Not how much improvement in 
motor design, but “how much we improved the motor of men—the knowledge, 
the understanding, the purpose." 

Stratosphere flights were made in 1934, but what of the aspirations of 
those who remained below? “In 1935, perhaps,” Dr. Millikan writes, “if we 
are thoughtful and honest and kind and courageous, we may ascend’a little 
way toward our own stratosphere—the mysterious altitudes of ourselves.

Astronomers Encouraged 

Sun Spots Indicate Period Of Greater 
Solar Activity 

Two more large spots appearing on 
the sun's surface indicate that the 
eleven-year cycle of solar activity la 
again commencing, with Its accom¬ 
panying effects on the earth’s radio, 
vegetable growth, lake levels, animal 
fecundity and even business pros¬ 
perity, according to Dr. Orestes Cald¬ 
well, vice-chairman of the advisory 
committee of New York’s new Plane¬ 
tarium at the American Museum of 
Natural History. 

Pointing out that the sun spots in 
themselves are not portents of earth¬ 
ly events, Dr. Caldwell, who is editor 
of Electronics, explains that such 
| spots are vast storms in the gases 
making up the sun’s surface. 

The presence of these sun spot 
storms indicates a period of greater 
solar activity, he says, which Is 
manifested in increased electromag¬ 
netic oscillations that reach across 
the 91,000,000 miles to the earth

Ontario’s New Policy Governing Food 
Allowance For Relief 

Toronto.- Uniform food allowances 
will go into effect throughout On¬ 
tario immediately as part of a new 
government policy, Hon. David A. 
Croll, minister of public welfare, an¬ 
nounced. 

The policy is designed to eliminate 
claims of discrimination from any 
municipality. 

In 90 per cent, of the municipali¬ 
ties, Mr. Croll said, the change means 
an increase in food allowances, if the 
municipality wishes it, and is willing 
to contribute proportionately. In a 
few places it means reductions, 
among them Toronto township. 

“This means,” Mr. Croll said in his 
statement about the new policy, "that 
a family of four will receive food to 
the value of $5.25 a week. We think 
that adequate, and our scheme is 
scientifically determined by current 
prices. You don’t have to be any 
kind of expert but a housekeeper to 
realize that the figure is fair. In ad¬ 
dition, they are permitted to earn, 
without deductions, up to one-third of 
the monthly food allowance.”

The Railway Situation 

"The railway situation continues to 
be the most important economics 
problem in Canada. Obviously, the 
Canadian people cannot stand in¬ 
definitely a weekly drain of over $1,- 
000,000 for railway deficits, and the 
time is rapidly approaching when 
more drastic and effective action will 
have to he taken if we are to main¬ 
tain national credit.and solvency.” 

Referring to world affairs, th< 
President said that in spite of tense 
political situations during the past 
year, business has continued to im¬ 
prove. Production In Great Britain 
and several other countries was 
greater than in 1928. 

“It is only In the countries of the 
gold bloc where business has be¬ 
come materially worse during the 
year. World trade, however, must be 
released from the multitude of new 
restrictions which were among the 
worst products of the depression, if it 
Is to regain healthy vigor. Excessive 
economic nationalism has proved a 
dangerous boomerang, striking down 
home industries as well as those of 
foreign countries. I believe that the 
pendulum of opinion has begun to 
•wing toward better economic rela¬ 
tionships between countries, and I 
look upon this new attitude as a 
happy augury of further favourable 
developments during the coming year.

I know that It Is one of the most 
difficult things in the world to try 
and extend advice to young people 
who are in love.

New Ways Of Increasing Revenue

New forms of taxation being con¬ 
sidered by the Quebec government 
were outlined by Premier L. A. Tas- 
chereau in the legislative assembly as 
follows;

A tax of between five and 10 per 
cent, on large incomes. 

A tax on certain commercial oper¬ 
ations. 

A sales tax. 

An increase in the gasoline tax 
from six to seven cents per gallon, 
provided Ontario would agree to 
make a similar increase.
